A PENSION FOR MAYOR 


WOODING. 


Captain Harry Wooding, mayor of 


the city of Danville, is now entering 
upon 
his thirty-second 
consecutive 


year in that office, tie is now in the 
81st year of his a-ge, but is well-pre- 
served and active for a man past four- 
score 
that 
few 
realize. 
Indeed, 


his interest in and sympathy 
with 


younger men and his public activities 
have doubtless played a part in pre- 
serving his remarkable health and hia1 
surprising strength for a man of his 
years. 


A young- Confederate soldier who 


entered the service before he was 18 
years old, he made a record for fidel- 
ity to duty and gallantry in that strug- 
le which won for him the admiration 


of his fellows and later commanded 
for him distinguished recognition in 
the United Confederate veterans. Al- 
ways active in that organization since 
the war riosed with Appomattox, he 
has not only been one of the organ- 
izers and conspicuous figures in the 
Cabell-Graves camp, U- C. V., but has 
been honored by his elevation some 
years ago to the distinction of Com- 
mander of the Grand Camp of Vir- 
ginia, Confederate Veterans, a post 
carrying with it the rang- of brigadier- 
general. For many years engaged in 
mercantile business in this city, much 
of that time as a member of the well- 
known old firm of Estes & Wooding 
and later in the employ of the concern 
which was successor thereto 


In IS92 Captain W. P. Graves, long 


time mayor 
of Danville, died 
and 


Captain Wooding was nominated and 
elected to that position. He had not 
at that time attained his fiftieth year 
and may be said to have been in the 
prime of life. 
During all of the thir- 


ty-two years since that time he has 
been successively 
renominated. al- 


most invariably without 
opposition, 


c.ncl has been re-elected continuously 
until he has now set what is probably 
a record for continuous longevity of 
service among: the mayors of cities in 
this State and probably in many other 
States. Under the old plan existing 
for many years and, in fact since Dan- 
ville was a straggling small city com- 
pared with its urban importance and 
population and business of today, the 
office of mayor carried with it the re- 
sponsibilities of presiding magistrate 
in the police court. As mayor, he was 
the executive head of the municipal 
government and was expected but not 
required to draft and send to the 
Councils of the city when they assuni- 


office or from lime to time in his 


judgment any legislation before or by 
the Council made it desirable that his 


on« or nearly 32 years, and he is no 
longer young. Indeed, when a ma.n 
Has passed four score years he has 
certainly won a well earned rest, or 
some alleviation of the hardships of 
his multifarious duties and responsi- 
bilities. .

court and bail commissioner? He de- 
serves such an alleviation of arduous 
labors which he has so long and ac- 
ceptably performed, but without abat- 
ing in any way the distinction of be- 
ing mayor of this city in which he 
has spent his four-score years, save 
•when he "was enduring the hardships 
and perils incident to following the 
Stars and Bars in one of the greatest 
arjned struggles in history. Undoub- 
tedly, it seems to us, he should be re- 
lieved of much of the wear and ted- 
ium and the long houra, the night in- 
terruptions and the hardship* inci- 
dent to the duties of presiding- police 
magistrate and 
bail convnissioners. 


Xay, even more than that —he has 
had saddled upon him the additpinal 
labor and 
responsibility 
of being 


chairman of the Police Commission 
and subjected at times to its pro- 
tracted and wearying 
sessions. Of 


course, whether he chose to relinquish' 
the active duties and responsibilities 
of the mayoralty and become mayor- 
emeritus or whether he prefer to con- 
tinue actively as mayor or chief -ex- 
ecutive officer of the city, he puffht 
to be amply provided for in point of 
remuneration to the end that he may 
spend his remaining years or months 
in peace and quietude and that rest- 
fulness and serenity so well deserved. | 
At best he can hope for but a few I 
more years, and these should be free 
from the harassments and hardships, 
inseparable from his present triune 
office and responsibilities. 


Taking the analogy of the highest 
courts in the land,

Court may be retired on salary on 
tho attainment of a specific age at 
which the infirmities of the flesh be- 
gin to appear and to impose a heavy 
burden. 
In our ow-n Supreme Court 


of Appeals, of Virginia .provision has

judges at a. specifi-ed age. or on their 
own application, and the State re- 
wards their long and honorable ser- 
vice by-providing for them during the 
remainder 
of their lives. 
Judges 


George M. Harrison and Stafford G. 
AVhlttle. eminent jurists, have in re- 
cent year* 
been retired 
this, and 


on the sound basis that, the mayor 
having just been elected for a full 
term, it was gravely 
questionable 


whether the Council had the legal 
right to diminish or increase the re- 
muneration of the office during the 
term for which he was elected. Mr. 
Conway was eminently right, both in 
law and in morale, for to have at- 
tempted to divide the office and nec- 
essarily to hav« affected the remun- 
eration of the mayor of an inviolable 
contract. 
The Council heeded its 


thoughtful and just members objec- 
tion. 
No such obstacle intervenes at this 
time. 'Before the election of a mayor, 
it is now entirely legitimate for the 
Council to take such action as it con- 
templated 
doing four 
years ago. 


Should it do so, however, we trust 
that it will not fail to show the pre»- 
ent mayor that consideration and 
fairness which his- long ajnd^ faithful
